It 
ia sufficiently high to encourage pro­ 
duction and eufficiently low to make 
It possible for even the humblest cit­ 
izen to eat white bread on occasion. 
The figure is less than the farmers 
wanted, more than the consumer de­ 
sired to pay. in other words, it is a 
compromise. 
America will harvest 
the largest 
corn crop in its history late this fall 
when the green of the fields is tinted 
NrW* the gold of autumn. The bump­ 
er yeild has already forced the price 
of December corn down to $1.08 per 
bushel .and some of the speculators 
are betting that it will go even lower 
With wheat bringing moire than twice 
*s much one of the practical effects 
of the higher price will be to stimu­ 
late not, only the production of wheat 
but also the consumption of corn. We 
may expect Americans to scratch their 
throats with more corn 
pone than 
ever before, leaving a larger balance 
of wheat for export to our more 
dainty allies who have not .vet fully 
realized the merits of Indian corn.
